By following these simple suggestioris, you can 
have а tree which is not only attractive, but also re- 
duces the fire hazard 

...Make sure the tree you buy is а sh one. When 
you select your tree, feel the needles, If the tree is 
fresh, they will be firmly attached. Avoid the tree with 
nedles which drop off when brushed. 

Eliminate the possibility of your tree drying out 
before Christmas by keeping її outdoors until the da. 
you decorate it. You can help keep the tree fresh hy 
standing it in a pail of water. 

Remember to wait until the day before Chris tmas | 
before setting up your tree. 

Reduce your chances of a Christmas tree fire by | 
placing the tree in the coolest part of the room. It | 
should be away from radiators, heaters and the fire- | 
place. Keeping your tree av from heat also will not 
only reduce the chance of fire, but keep the tree from 
drying. 

Your Christmas tree should he placed in the type! 
of stand which has a water container in which the 
trunk rests. Fresh trees stay fresh by "drinking" a 
substantial amount of water. You will notice that the 
water disappears from the container quite rapidly, 
and you should refill it daily. 

Choose only flameproof dec orations for your tree. 
You should use only decorations made of glass, metal | 
or a fire-resistant material. 

Handle your Christmas lights with care. Before | 
lacing them on the tree, check wires and kets, 
ight sets with frayed wires should be discarded. To 

make sure you get good lights when you bu new 
set, be sure it bears the UL label of U nderwriters 
Laboratorie 

Reminder: If possible, the switch controlling the 
tree lights should be some distance from the tree. This 
will reduce the chance of a from the electric 
switch igniting the tree decorations. Avoid attaching 
the lights to a baseboard plug behind the tree.
